“The soldier boys are not a bit wor­

Private Andrews stated. 
“They are j wounded,

We have 17 
Indians in our company who probably 
don’t care to hurry it up 
they are 
Up fond of fighting.” 
Get Off Lucky. 
“The Alabama boys have been very 
fortunate in the way of casualties so 
far,” said the* soldier. “They seem to 
be under some lucky star. 
Vary few 
of (hem have been killed and only a 
few have died from disease. Company 
M had lost two meq by illness at the 
time I left for the states.” 
Private 
Andrews has himself been “gassed” 
by the Huns, hut shows no ill-effects. 
“Dp the soldiers enjoy letters from 
home?” he was asked. “You bat they 
do—more than any other one thing. 
If the people back home l^new how 
much these letters are 
appreciated 
they would all write. 
I wiah I could 
get ten letters a day.” 
The American 
soldiers are well 
cared for, Mr. Andrews stated. 
The 
officers are billeted in French homes 
and sleep in high poster beds.

COUNTLESS THOUSANDS 


ESTIMATED THAT NEARLY QUARTER 
MILLION MEN HAVE BEEN KILLED, 
WOUNDED OR CAPTURED 


INVADERS DRIVEN INTO THE RIVER 


All Territory Occupied In the Early Day» of the 
Drive Has Been Reclaimed. 


(InlernatkmaJ Nsws Barrica.) 
Washington, Jtfhe 24.—The Italians are on 
the offensive all along the Austrian front and 
have taken 45,000 prisoners and a large quantity 
of booty, according to advices reaching officials 
here. 
American airmen are co-operating with 
the advancing Italians. 


Reports coming in today emphasized the magnitude of the 
Italian victory on the Piave river and the extent of the rout in« 
flicted upon the Austro-Hungarians. 
In addition to the heavy 
losses caused by the Italian fire and the thousands lost in pris­ 
oners and wounded, great numbers must have been drowned by 
being driven into the flooded Piave river. Pursued relentlessly 
by the Italian soldiers, whose enthusiasm has been aroused to the 
highest pitch, the decimated Austro-Hungarian legions fled to 
the eastern bank of the stream. In the meantime the Italian en-

Emperor Charles, who had gone to the front in the hope that 
his presence would hearten his soldiers, has returned to Vienna 
leaving behind him his defeated army. 
All of Europe today rang with the praise of the Italian sol­ 
diers and the Franco-British soldiers that fought with them in 
stemming Austria's supreme effort of the war. The flower of the 
Austrian army was sent against the Italians and every available 
gun was massed on the front from the Asiago plateau to the sea. 
The Austrian’s losses are estimated as high as 200,000 in 
killed, wounded and missing. 
Italian troops have been playing a prominent part in the 
fighting on the western front in France also.

Lum Ward, charged with the mur­ 
der of “Red” Nelson, whose decom­ 
posed body was recently found at an 
isolated spot about 16 miles out from 
J Hartadle, was held to the grand jury 
without bail at his preliminary hear­ 
ing today before Judge F. M. Hamil­ 
ton of the Albany inferior court, and 
Judge Lindsey of Hortselle. 
Will 
Stinson, arrested in connection with 
the killing, was released. 
The principal witness at the hearing 
was Lem Turney, who had also been 
arrested in connection with the crime, 
and who was remanded to jail as a ma­ 
terial witness. 
Turney told the court that Nelson, 
the murdered mnn, and a number of 
others had engaged in a rough and 
tumble fight, during which Nelson had 
struck Leldon Ward, son of the de- 
fendant, with his fist, knocking him 
down twice, and 
then 
striking him 
with his pistol. 
The witness said that he did not Wit­ 
ness the death of Nelson, but that just 
a moment after it occurred Ward ran 
past him with a bloody knife in his 
| hand. 
He stated that he heard two 
shots fired, which he believed were 
from the pistol of Will Montgomery, 
for whose arrest a reward of $100 has 
'•<^n offered. 
After Nelson was dead, Turney tes­ 
tified that 
he was commanded 
by 
Ward and Montgomery to help dispose 
of the body, and that fearing to re­ 
fuse he had aided in removing the 
dead man to a bluff, whc«e the lifeless 
body was thrown over on the rocks 
below. 
He stated that 
Nelson had 
been wounded in the neck with a knife 
and had also been shot. 
The case was called this morning 
and was concluded 
shortly after 2 
o’clock. 
The defense offered no wit­ 
nesses. Turney was calm under a rigid 
examination, during which he did not 
vary from his story.
